Beach at Shinnecock. William Merritt Chase became familiar with French Impressionism in the 1880s and he soon adopted the style for use in his paintings of 
American subjects. By the 1890s, Chase was teaching in New York in the winter and in Shinnecock, Long Island in the summer. This small oil sketch is thought to 
have been one of the first works that he created at Shinnecock, possibly as a demonstration piece for one of his classes.
